your Excellency that they have just learn- 
ed from an .nutheiitic soufct;, and with most 
profmuid reL'rct of tin; promulgation by your 
F.xeellency of a I'ruclamatioii having' the 
force of law wliereby a tariffor duly of five 

-.dollars: 'has-been levied upon all iuaded 
animals leaving Fort Yale and Douglas, 
and tliereby desire to make kriowri and pre- 
sent to your Excellency some of our objec- 
tions to, and reasons aiiaiiist the carrying; 
into effect tl;o piovisioii.s and enactments 
contained in ^aidji^^lainatioii. 

They may bufi^Hl under these heads, 

^' First. We consider it nnju.st in this that it 
imposes a heavy and uiicipial lax upon onr 
portion (if the community to the cnlirc u - 
emp/io7i of another, viz : iho.i'' living; lilnw 
Yale and Douglas who are not at all alii ct- 
ed by ii.i operations, and by .-^o doin;^ cansiui; 
the principal laboring class (miners) and 
Ojily real /noi/iiccr* of the country to be;ir a 
vastly disproportionate share of the expenses 
of Governnieiit. 

Second. We consider it unparalleled and 
unprecedented in the annals of civilized 
and commercial nations, in this ; that by its 
operations it will impose a lax or duty upon 
all the necessary and sta|)le articles of con- 
sumption such as Flour, liacoii. Beans, &.C.. 
from 25 to 40 per cent on current prices at 
Vale and from oO to 70 per ceni, ml va'orcm, 
on goods at Victoria, a ratio ot taxation un- 
heard of or uncoiiceived by the most desper- 
ato of govarnmont financers in the most des- 
perate extremities, and may be considered 
as an outrageous infliction upon its own 
citizens, and as between foreign nations 
would amount to an actual prohibiiion. 

We consider the duties already levied 
upon merchandise entering the river as siil- 
ficient and ampie for the present at lea.st, 
. l^nU imposing the additional one under con- 
sideration do not hesitate to express our 
uricjualified opinion, that laying all other 
reasons antl consiiloralioiis aside, it is as 
Ti '-'. I' p ■ ■ctnl'- highly impolitic and unwise, 
in this, iliat it should be the first objegti and 
care of the government to encourage and 
promote immigration, and by every means 
in its power prevent iiidneeinent.s tiiid re- 
ihove otistacles to it.s rapid and purinaiujiit 
advauceineut and prosperity. 

The inducements fur a purmanoiit Nottlu- 
ment in the country (at least the upper por- 
tion of iti are limited enougH in all conscience, 
especially in an agricultural point of view, 
and as to its mineral wealth and resources we 
consider that something more eiiticint,' tlian 
has already been developed must pres-ent 
itself to ever lure any great number of peo- 
ple into making it a permanent abode, 
pariiuularly v/hen onerous and unjust taxes 
are being successfully levied, and with a 
system and regularity without parallel, but 
it is tUo "lastfeathtr thatibiea^tf^ihe cameU^ 



government be the sure and inevitable de- 
population of the country by the whites, ami 
a desire to surrender it back to the occu- 
pancy of the savages, wild beasts and ^'Hud- 
son's Bay Co.," its original possessors, then 
we must acknowledge your e/forts will 
prove eminently successful. But if, as we 
would naturally sii|)pose, it was theMlesiro 
of Your Excellency and your councillors 
to promote the growth ami prosperity of this 
Colony, 10 deveiope its resources, explore its 
hidden treasures and wealth and establish a 
wise and judicious policy for the govern- 
ment you have the honor to represent, emu- 
lating the progressive and liberal policy of 
your near nei^giibors, then we would suggest 
to your Excellency, in the rnost jientleand 
respectful manner possible, that in our 
opinion you havegreafii/ overshot the mark. 

Such, your Excellency, are some of the 
rea»<ons wo liige a.'iairist the provisions 
of the proclamation referred to, and would 
most respectfully recommend to your E.xcel- 
lency a recon.sideration and witliilrawal of 
the same. 

In conclusion, wo do hereby note our 
most solem protest and remonstrance against 
the enforcement of the ptovisloiis of said

Steam Direct from Tiotoria to San 
FxanolBco. 
^ithoujt fjortie efleotual effort isspapdily 
mkile to ooiirieot Victoria with San Francisco 
by direct steam communicatiun,ilie pru-eini- 
'rieiit' po'sitlb^-'tb wfiich vvo aspire as the 
centre of coniinorce and inieiligeiice on tlie 
Noriliwest Coa.-ii, t-aniiot be leached. Tlie 
tendency of matters at pre-ent is either to 
build up Esquimalt or i\bsv VVustiniiisier, 
or both, whilst Victoria will be liite tlie ass 
which was tethered between two hay ricljs, 
and 5t irved to death, because he could reach 
neither. So far in our career, we have been 
dependent on Aineriuan steamships for the 
lapid transmission of mails, passengers and 
mercbatiJiae. . But even that accommoda- 
tion has been exlonded very grudgingly, 
like throwing a bone, to a dog : take that 
or ypu'll,g#.t nplhing." 'Nqtwithstanding the 
rich harvest' these ships have reaped from 
our trade, still we have never received that 
reasonaLile degree of aceoninio.iation tiiat 
we are justly entitled to detnaiui. The last 
time the Faiiiim;! iirrived she only remained 
an hour. This aliorded not even time for 
tlie mail to reach the Post OlTice from Es- 
quimalt. Consulling, then, our own com- 
merce, we have the best reasons in the 
worlil to make some movement lo become 
inJepeiuient of our neighbors, by secni-ing 
rei^ular steam cornrnunicaiion wiili San 
Francisco. 

The advantages of direct communication 
are manifold. In the first place, time would 
be saved. At present one line nf steamships 
from San Francisco reach Esquimalt as 
their northern, terminus, after calling into 
Portland, thus causing often a delay of one 
to five daySi- Next, the mail line not only 
calls at Portland anJ touches at Mendocino, 
Humboldt and Crescent Citj, but passes by 
the m')ulh of our harbor for Olympia, and 
then dodges in a few hours or soon the way 
hiwk. Tnns, .several days are lost, and still 
no time is allowed here to answer corres- 
puiulence. U'e are thus compelled to wait 
a fortnight more for another steamer, and a 
week longer for her lo go to San Francisco, 
making three weeks; when by a delay of 
one day in port, every one would have am- 
ple time 10 answer the letters, or send for- 
ward their orders. This serious disadvant- 
age under which we labor cannot be reme- 
died till we have a mail service of our own, 
or one that: goes and comes without touch- 
ing'at ir.terinSdiate ports. 

In the next place, the tendency of la 'd- 
inu merohandi.se and mails at E-qu malt is 
lo builil it up as a rival to Victoria. Tlie 
capacity nf our harbor will allow sleam>hi|)3 
like llie Pacific or Forwooil — which are 
BUllicieiitly larse and s;>fe tor the seini- 
monllily trade — to enter sutely ami i.l s- 
chariin at our wharves. liiil .-o loim as we 
are willing to submit to gnaw the bmie 
ihrir.vii to nn, we will continue in our de- 
pendent po.'sitiori. The cost, however, of 
merchandise is very naturally increased by 
landing at Esquimalt. Almost enough is 
paid. lot. .tran^portatiQn from Esquimalt lo 
Victoria lo pay the freight to Westminster. 
Consequently, we are unable to supply mer- 
chandise as cheaply as if it were landed 
first here from abroad. T hen there is the 
risk of losing goods — eapsi/ing ol boais, or 
injury to packa«e.s, and the delays in the 
Iransporlation — all tending in the sam? di- 
renlioii to increase the cost. 

VVe have serious doubts whether the in- 
Iricacieci and dangers of na^igalioii lo New 
Weoimiiis'er are such as to enable us to in- 
dulge in apathy as lo the course of trade. 
Our geotfraphii al position for trade is good ; 
but the centralization of capital here makes 
us At present the principal commercial mart. 
With ihe introduction of capital and enter- 
prise at Westminster, however, a powerful 
rival to our foreign comtneroe may be cre- 
ated, and the consequent loss ,of a principal 
customer for our wares. No better way h|)- 
pears open by which to maintain our su- 
premacy, than by a direct mail serviiie with 
San Francisco, leaving out Esipiimalt en- 
tirely. Thus we would got (!arlier and 
more regular inlelligeiice and ciiea|>cr 
goods. And it would naliirally follow that 
Victoria would bu the centre and diMribut- 
iiig point bo?ti//or;Pajf;ot:,Sdbn(i andJBrltish 
Columbia. ' ' 

Another advantage with a direct line — 
the passage being shorter — is that fare 
Wp.ujjd^^hei cheaper. .J And everybody knows 
•thaV the lower the rates of passage the nioro 
travel increases. Consequently our popula- 
tion would in a corresponding degree be in- 
creased, Instead of paying SSQifor a cabin 
paosage, and 830 for a nteera^e) atttiail serf 



vice, with a reasonable mail subsidy and the ! 
principal freighi which would follow by 
'aiiding at our wharves, the rates couid be 
reduci.d to #30 and S\o. 

The great and insuperable difficulty urged 
against a direct mail Mrvi^un80|pojfed hy^ 
a governmental subsiuyV is that ifwill not 
pay. This may to some extent be true, as 
it is said that the steamships now running 
have drawn their largest profits from the 
Portland trade. But we see no good reason 
why an annual subsidy of from S50,000 to 
S6O,O00 for a semi-monthly steamer cannot 
be obtained. For lwenly-si.\ trips a year, it 
wonlil only be about S3 a mile. Possinly 
the contract would be taken for a less sum 
per mile. But even that sum ought not to 
be a serious objection considering that great- 
er expenses would be mecessarily incurred 
than on the, Atlantic side. But even there 
the ColliiTS line got .Cl.4 per mile, and the 
Cunard' line now gets 11 shillings. The 
distance, however, is much greater. What 
sum the Paoifio Mail Company get from the 
United States'for' conveying the mail to Pu- 
get S.iund, we cannot exactly learn; but if 
memory serves us qorreotly, it is $80,000; 
nearly double what we propose as a subsidy 
here. 

Where lo get the fumis to pay the subsidy 
is the question ? Whilst glowing accounts 
of .-icli auriferous discoveries were rife in 
England ill I8.'>8, Sir S. Ciin.inl. had almost 
oompleted his ai raiigomeiits for a line here 
from Panama, with a subsidy nf X35,000. 
The depressiop following, tlie discovery, — 
and the introduction of the Palmerston min- 
istry to odice, — we believe are the principal 
reasons why wo hiive nbt lo-da_v a Biilish 
line of steamers, lb :Canama. ,i:Having oaoe 
entertained the idea of siibsidizitig a North 
Pacilic line, we are inclined to believe that 
if (iroper represe.iitatioiis are made by the 
Legislature, backed up by the people, that 
the small sum named would be granted. 
There is no harm at least in trying, — and if 
granted, companies will soon be forthcoming 
to take the conlract. 



False Alarm. — Last night, whilst sitti.ig 
in our sanctum .lanclortun, cogitating on the 
future of Victoria, we were siuKieiily alarm- 
ed by the tread of disciplined feet. in front 
of the BiuTisii Colonist ofiice. Oiir first 
apprehension was th.it fume imperious rnag- 
jiate had ordered out the marines to seize 
^he ("oi.oMr'r for blowiHg up the Govern- 
ment. 'Jiir tears increased when the word 
'•halt" was given; but they were in a 
moment dispelled by three clieers 
and a tiger for " De Cosmos." The 
door was thrown open, ard there siooil 
Captain Pickett, at the head pf afioble band, 
the Union Hook and Ladder Company, some 
forty odd of the best and most useful citi- 
zens of Victoria, " good men and true." 
Tliey were out trying; on their new fire-cijis. 
'I'liey wear lliein nobly. Capt. Pickett is a 
gooil coininaiiiler, as he lliiiroughly itiider- 
staiids keeping; his Company in first rait? 
.spirits and iliM,-ipline in hivoiipc. — and lliiis 
be reaily lo do signal service in case oiii 
town should be attacked by fire. 

Fiio.M .AnoVK. — We have converse^l wiiii 
a friend who left Lylioii City on the 11th 
insl., ill a boat, and reached here in ihc 
Otter, on tht! loth lie represents busi- 
ness at l.ytloii as improving rapidly : thi' 
river fiee from ice, iiiul a aieal niaiiv inineis 
on the way to liuesnelle Kivei. Tlie pack- 
ers e\p.,'.'t(,'d to leave the ht^ad of the Lil- 
looet tiHil about tlie 2otli. of the [ire.-eiil 
month for Fort Alexander. A party had 
been sent to ascertain the condition of the 
Hat River trail from Lytton, and reporied 
too much snow to admit of packing at pres- 
ent. Van Winkle's Bar, above the Forks 
one mile, was paying very richly. Our in- 
formant thinks thai three-fourths of the 
miners on the lower river will leave for 
Quesnelle before the 1st of l\lay, if the ac- 
counts received last fall are confirmed.

We hear great complaint about town from 
parties having goods on boarti, that due 
vigilance has not been observed by those 
having charge of thu vessel, in preserving 
their goods from the depiedations of thieves. 
Many cases of goods are reiiorted to have 
been broken open, the eonierits removed, 
and the colors nailed on again, after which 
the empty cases have been delivered to the 
eonsignees. It is extrenaely difficult to 
watch over goods undor such circumstances 
kn^' nothing! bui a file iof sentries could pre 
Vent th« robberies. 

The wind still continues to blow heavily, 
which causes the work of removing the 
cargo to progress but slowly. Capl. Guve 
has been on duty iiiglit and day since iho 
tlisasler, ami has dojie eveiylhing in his 
power towards saving' the vessel and cargo. 

The goods landed at Price & Co.';; whaif 
are in a very bad condition. The lloni 
sacks, id many instances, have been burst 
. open, and lost their contents ; tea-chu.«ts are

— A merchant had .some 
baskets of champagne aboard jhe Glimpse, 
which \y«re^ supposed to, have been* deli 
I vered at Pt\piB.&, po.'s .wharf.; Upon exam- 
ination however, the baskets were ascer- 
laitied'ito'oontaih-^nothing. The'sjS&nf was 
all there : but the paigne had disappeared 
down tiie throats of the wreckers.
